As 
chairman of the C/FU-San Antonio Select Committee on C/FO 
Elections, 1/1] be reporting the complete results of the 
1986 C/FO elections and as newly elected chairman of the 
C/FO Board of Directors, 1’11 be reporting on the actions 
the Board has taken since the beginning of the year. 1711 
bet you’re thinking of skipping this boring stuff and 
finding something on anime. can’t really blame you, but 
before you go I’d like to urge you to read the article on 
the C/FO’s bylaws in this bulletin! The Bylaws give the 
club an entirely different structure than it had before 
and this article ‘tries to explain the most importan 
points --- at least as far as an average member is 
concerned.

For those few of you still with me, here are the conplete 
results of the 1986 C/FO Elections: 


@ The 1986 C/FO election ballots were counted on Saturday, 
November 15, 1986 at Dallas Fantasy Fair. Scott Frazier, 
Jack Thielepape, and Ed Sevcik served as tellers. 

B A total of 138 ballots were received, of these 33 were 
voided due to lack of a return address and one was voided 
because it came from a non-member, leaving 104 valid 
ballots to be counted. As 360 ballots were mailed out 
38.3 percent of the membership voted and 28,8 percent of 
the membership returned valid ballots. This is about an 
average response for an organization of this type.

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THE BYLAWS IN ENGLISH 


by Randall S. Stukey 


Although the C/FQ’s Bylaws were qe 103 to 1 in the 
1986 elections, I really doubt whether many of our members 
Tread and understood ihe entire document. It was, after 
all, long, complex, and extremely BORING. The purpose of 
this article is to explain those provisions of the Bylaws 
that directly affect members and chapters. (This article 
was originally planned as a two-part article, however, the 
promise of an interesting (but long) anime article for the 
second issue prompted me to include it ali in one issue 
and get the boring stuff out of the way.) 


GENERAL C/FO MENBERSHIP : 

The effects on members of the general C/FO are defined in 
Article Ji], the article on membership. The major points 
are; 


& Memberships do not become effective until received by 
the Nembership Secretary. Therefore, if you join at a 
chapter meeting by giving the general C/FO dues toa 
chapter officer to send in, you will not offically be a 
member until that officer sends in a check/money order for 
the dues ie with your name and address to the 
Membership Secretary AND the mene Secretary actually 
receives them. This will have little effect, except 
erhaps in chapters that charge different dues/donations 
paeed on whether or not you are currently a member of the 


& Memberships cannot be backdated, they are effective the 
date they are received by the Membership Secretary, NOT 
THE DATE YOUR NENBERSHIP EXPIRED TWO OR THREE MONTHS Aso. 
If you wish you membership to be continuous, YOU MUST 
RENEW ON TINE! NO EXCEPTIONS CAN BE HADE, 


So long as the C/FO-SAN ANTONIO folks are maintaining the 
computerized membership list and printing the mailing 


labels, 2 member’s OFFICIAL expiration date will be 
printed on the mailing label (on the name line at the far 
right) as a four digit number. The first two digits will 


be the year in which the pesper stl expires and the second 
two digits will be the month (number) at the end of which 
the membership expires. For exaeple, °8702" would mean 
‘pembership expires on ihe last day of February 1987". 1f 
you membership is going to expire within a month or two of 
the peailing the bottom of the label will have a line 
stating ‘Y! OR NENBERSHIP 15 ABOUT TO EXPIRE’. If your 
membership has expired {or will expire at the end of the 


month in which the mailing was made), the bottom of the 
label will have a line stating "YOUR MENBERSHIP HAS 
EXPIRED". CHECK YOUR HAILING CABELS --~- YOU QNLY HAVE 


YOURSELF 70 BLAME IF YOU DO NOT. 


6 You will be notified when your membership expires and 
you will then have 30 days to renew your oe or you

Board and the general C/FO officers to be able to 
run the club the way most of its members want, they have 
to hear from the membership. While many requests are 
ae (generally due to time and/or money; a monthly 
C/FO Bulletin/fagazine is an example of something that 
would be all but impossible but due to lack of time and 
Jack of money), many others are simply things that may 
never have been considered! So DO NOT hesitate to propose 
ideas, but remember that ideas are literally a dime a 
dozen and pecple willing to put in the time and effort 
needed to implement an idea are rare. If you aren’t 
ein to do the work involved yourself, do not be 
terribly surprised to discover that no one else is either! 
(As Heinlein says “There’s no such thing as a free 
Junch*!) Also, it helps to read oa the bylaws and be 
sure that your idea is even legal uncer the C/FO’s rules 
(not to mention U.S. law). 


Finally, several appointive offices that the club at one 
time had no longer exist.

The chapter poll procedure is explained in Article VIII of 
the bylaws. This procedure is similar to the method 
amendments to the U.S, Constitution are generally ratified 
(each state gets one vote with the way the state assembly 
votes determining the vote of the state), except that in 
the C/FO, each participant chapter gets one vote. The 
members Of each participant chapter who have designated 
that. chapter as their primary chapter yote on the 
resolution. If a majority (in most cases) approve the 
resolution, the pantie netl chapter’s vote is Yes on the 
resolution, If less than a majority (in most cases) 
approve the resolution, the antlelpans chapter’s vote is 
NO on the issue, Whether the resolution passes or fails 
is determined SOLELY by whether the issue is approved by a 
majority (in most cases) of the participant chapters. For 
example, if there are five FON ETE chapters and two 
vote YES and three vote NO, the resolution is not 
apenoatee This system is subject to the same faults as 
the Electoral College --- it does not always reflect the 
true will of the voters, but it is a cheap way for the 
club as a whole to vote on an issue! Unfortunately, it is 
not quick; where the Board could act in a matter of hours 
in an emergency, a chapter poll will take AT LEAST 90 
days! A chapter poll may be called by the Board of 
Directors earl a resolution to a chapter poll, or by 
the President submitting a resolution <which he originally 
submitted to the Board and they did not act upon, either 
to approve or disapprove by the end of the third month 
following the month in which he submitted it to the Board) 
to a_ chapter poll, by any two participant a or as 


described in the paragraph on general meetings which 


follows. 


Resolutions can also be appronee at a general meetin 

(called either by the Board of Directors or at the reques 

of three participant chapters). The C/FO meetings held in

meetings. However, in order for a general meeting to 
conduc ILS votes on resolutions MOR 
THE TOTAL MEMBERSHIP OF THE GENERAL C/FO MUST BE PRESENT! 

Because of this requirement, 1 doubt that ANY general 
meetings will ever approve or disapprove a resolution. 

However, so long as at least 25 members FRON AT LEAST 100 
miles aay from the meeting site are present, any 
resolutions approved by the general meeting are 
automatically submitted to the Board of Directors and if 
not acted upon (either approved or disapproved) within 
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three months by the Board, the 
automatically submitted to a chapter poll. 


Finally, the Board can order resolution(s) placed on the 
election ballot so that all members can vote on the 
reso eile Elections only occur once every two years, 
omever.

Resolutions Pe Le by a Chapter Poll, 2 General Meeting 
at which a full quorum is present, or by ballot of the 
entire membership are normally ordinary resolutions which 
can be rescinded or amended by the Board of Directors. 
However, they can be worded as “instructions® or “orders* 
to the Board, in which case they are binding on the Board 
of Directors. 

In an emergency, the President can direct that action be 
taken all by himself (unless money must be expended, in 
which case the Treasurer must also approve), but must obey 
TRICT rules on notifying Board members, officers, and 
chapters of his actions. And his actions may be reversed 
by the Board of Directors, a Chapter Poli, or a General 
Meeting. If the order causes money to be expended and is

Article VI concerns chapters of the C/FO. Requirements 
for forming a chapter and for remaining a chapter are 
given. The Vice-President is put in change of recognizing 
chapters and removing chapters from the chapter list (when 
necessary), 


To start a chapter, 4 general C/FO members are needed 
the chapter must have held at least 3 meetings in 3 
months, and the chapter must elect or appoint a general 
C/FO member chapter representative. 


@ To become a Gant ichpant Chapter, the ce must elect 
to become one and at least 10 general C/FO members aust 
designate the chapter as their primary chapter. 


G To remain a chapter, a_ chapter must have at least 3 
general C/FO members claiming to belong to the chapter 
must meet at least once every six months, and nust report 
on its activities at least once every six months, and its 
chapter representative MUST be a current t of the 
general OQ at all times. (The Bylaws do not actually 
establish an address for chapter reports to be sent to; to 
ensure that the Vice-President sees them they should 
either be sent to the Vice-President directly or to the 
attention of the Vice-President at the main address (until 
a Vice-President is appointed and confirmed by the Board 
this latter is all you can do). Chapter Reports are no 
required by the bylaws to be any specific thing. Sending 
copies of your coapten newsletter or meeting schedules 
every six months will be sufficent, however if a chapter 
is doing something special (like rvanieg a video room at a 
con), the genera FO would like to know about it. 
Although the Bylaws do not require it (chances are good, 
however, that the Board of Directors will approve a 
resolution reguiring it), chapters reports should ALWAYS 
clearly list the name, current address and phone number of 
their chapter representative AND when and where the 
chapter meets so that this information can be included on 
the chapter roster. 


O Chapters MUST elect or appoint a current C/FO member as 
their chapter representative. Care should be taken in the 
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Selection of a chapter representative because he or she is 
responsible for represen ating the praaer to the general 
organization and FOR PASSING AL BENERAL C/FO 
INFORMATION TO THE NEMBERS OF THE CHAPTER. Notifying the 
chapter rep is legally the same as notifying the entire 
Chapter for the general C/FO, so if you want to hear about 
information sent to your chapter rep, be sure and elect or 
appoint one willing to pass on the information! 


G Other chapter officers are optional. a 
structured or as unstructured and as democratic or as 
dictatorial as the chapter’s members wish! Both formal 
structured clubs like C/FO-San Antonio and informal 
circles of friends make good chapters.

G Chapters may collect dues, provided such dues are 
approved in accordance with the Sete oun bylaws 
(membership-approved, in accordance with the parlimentary 
authority AGE by the general C/FO Bylaws) or by a 
two-thirds vote with notice of the vote Being Bivens the 
poeeious meeting, if the chapter does not have its own 
ylews. This 1S mainly to prevent the leaders of some of 
the more dictatorial chapters from imposing dues without 
the bapa and approval of the chapter’s members (which 
makes the whole C/FO look bad in the eyes of many 
outsiders who hear about such goings-on). 


6 Any C/FO member is eligible to become a member of any 
chapter, but must designate one peanter as his/her primary 
chapter (the chapter through which he/she will pauicipate 
in chapter polls) if the member wishes to par icipate in 
chapter polls: Please NOTE that "primary chapter” means 
the chapter you wish to re ate in chapter polls 
bat ~~~ NOT NECESSARILY THE CHAPTER YOU ATTEND OR WORK 
WITH MOST FREQUENCY. Your primary chapter should be a 
chapter that has accepted you as a chapter member AND has 
elected to be a Participant Chapter. Designating a 
non-Participant Chapter or a chapter which has not agreed 
to accept your membership (some chapters may not be able 
to deal with out-of-town members, for example) as your 
primary chapter is legal, but you WILL NOT get to 
participate in chapter polis, so PLEASE be sure of what 
you are doing, if you foul up and designate the wrong 
chapter as your primary chapter, you will have no one to 
blame but YOURSELF! If in doubt, ask the chapter leaders. 
As of this writing (mid-January 1987), C/FO-San Antonio is 
the only chapter Known to have elected to become a 
paaseiprat C aeier and they plan Ronsetue a system to 
andle out-of-town members ho desire to designate 
C/FO-San Antonio as their primary chapter (they have to, 
their current membership is scattered over half the 
world). Hopefully, other chapters will do the same. 


H While chapter meetings MUST be open to all members of 
the C/FO in so far as this is possible and practical (no 
"by-invitation-only" chapters, in other words --- however, 
chapters are allowed to set their own requirenents for 


chapter rship and need not accept out-of-area 
ers, etc. unless they wish to; but one need not be a 
member of a chapter to actually attend its meetings), 


chapters are allowed to develop their own rules concerning 
behavior at meetings and can eject members from those 
meetings if necessary to enforce those rules (this rule is 
mainly to protect those chapters that meet in members’ 
hones fron rude and inconsiderate C/FO members)! Chapter 
meetings NEED NOT be open to the general public ‘that is, 
non-general C/FO members), but when possible, having 
Chapter meetings open to the general public is a good idea 
=-- if animation is ever to be as popular here as it is in 
Japan we have to educate the general as on animation. 
Educating the general public is next to impossible if they 
are barred from a chapter’s meetings! 


§ No chapter may adopt rules or procedures that are 


contrary to general C/FO Bylaws (or local, state, or 
fational law, for that matter). Even if adopted by 
Unanimous roval all the members of the chapter 
resolutions that violate the provisions of the eneral 


C/FO Bylaws (or local, state, or national las) are legally 
NULL AND VOID and not binding on anyone. The current 
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edition of ROBERT’S RULES OF ORDER NEWLY REVISED and an 
special rules of order adopted by the C/FO Board of 


Directors govern epatre just as they do the general C/FO 
UNLESS the preg eer shall adopt different rules of order in 
its own chapter bylaws (the fact that chapters are 
considered “independent subdivisions of the general C/FO" 
allows this).

Participant Chapters are those chapters (with 10 or more 
C/FO members claiming the chapter as their primary 
chapter) that have elected to participate in the CHAPTER

chapter must vote to do so and must get ten C/FO members 
to list the chapter as their primary chapter AND they must 
notify the general C/FO of their action.

BACKGROUND: It is the future and man has followed a normal 
progression into space.

ABC and government 
offices were only held by those of Earth origin and space 
was under the constant watch of the Titans, the 
Federation’s special police force made up of ex-Jion 
military machines upgraded for the purposes of colonial 
control. In the year 0085, the “Thirty Party Incident, a 
saall_ scale revolution took place in Side 1, sparking 
anti-Federation military sentiments which eventually 
resulted in the organization of AEUG (Anti-Earth United 
Government). 


NOM: The year is 0087. Seven years have passed since the 
One Year War and the solar system is once again in 
turmoil.. The Federation still controls the worlds, but 
it has grown increasingly oppressive. Resistance of any 
type is not tolerated and is Ce) removed. But the 
rebellion still lives within the AEUG. 
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EPISODE 1: "Black Gundan" 


Lieutenant  Quatro/Char  (Kuwatoro), who remarkably 
resembles Char (who was presumed dead after the One Year 
War), _and two of his subordinates manage to infiltrate 
Side 7. Upon examination, Quatro/Char confirms AEUG’s 
suspicion that Side 7? has been turned into a military 
development station for the Federation. He discovers that 
a new line of Gundam Mobile Suits, the Black Gundam, has 
just been developed. He is discovered by a patrol and 
must make his escape. 


At the same time on Side 7, a resident, Camille (Kamiu) 
Bidan, a young mechanical genius, and his friend, Fa Yuri 
rush to the spaceport. There, he encounters a pilot of 
the Titans, Gerold (Jerid) Mesa, which cause something to 
awaken in him and he is taken over by a madness. After 
attacking Gerold, Camille is taken by the military police 
for questioning. Camille’s mother, Hilda Bidan, arrives 
at the police station as a character reference to get him 
released. 
Just before the meEtiags Gerold, piloting Gundam Mark 1] 
number one, crashes into army headquarters creaee a 
large disturbance, allowing Camille to escape. At the 
same time, Battleship Ahgama is given the signal to begin 
firing upon Side 7. 


EPISODE 2: “Departure” 


On the Ahgama, after the Mega Particle Cannon is fired, 2 
flash like sunlight is seen coming from Side 7 (Green Noah 
1) where the breach in the hull was created. After this 
is seen, a Rick Dias (mobile suit) unit rushes into the 
colony. The pereost of this operation is to capture a 
Gundam Mark I} mobile suit. Once inside the colony, the 
ae oes unit is attacked by GM 1] <an older style mobile 
suit) units.

It is revealed that he is the 
son of Franklin Biden, the engineer responsible for the 
modification of the ontgleat Gundam, thus explaining the 
ease with which he handles the Mark 11]. Trying to avoid 
further injuries, Brigat yields to Camille and 
Quatro/Char’s request and allows the remaining mobile 
suit to be captured.

ROBOTECH THE MOVIE

ROBOTECH: THE MOVIE was test-premiered in Dallas, Texas, 
starting July 25th, 1986. it played for about two weeks, 
The film is approximately 75 minutes long and is filmed in 
Dolby stereo. (Unfortunately, viewers in Dallas couldn’t 
enjoy the nice Dolby stereo because none of the theaters 
showing the film would take a little extra time and hook 
up the Dolby, ARRGH!)

from old SOUTHERN CROSS footage, 12/ more is 
animation especially drawn up for the movie (this 
major contributor to the film’s total budget of 
Louch!) $10 million dollars). A final 8% or so is taken 
up by credits. All of this was blended together for this 
movie and into what amounts to a prequel to the SOUTHERN 
CROSS segment of ROBOTECH. (Supposedly the film occurs 
about 4 days before the first episode of the SOUTHERN 
CROSS series.) 


Note that this article is not a review of the film. To go 
over all that was good in the film (and epeclany a 
that wag bad) would take quite awhile. If it’s a review 
you’re interested in, please contact me and/or get a copy 
of Lory White’s upcoming notes on the film in a future 
issue of APA HASHIN, 


The film starts with a STAR WARS-like opening 
introduction, as dialogue read by the now-infamous 
ROBOTECH narrator is displazed on screen fading into a 
starry background. In the year_ 1999, we are told, an 
alien pabiiesh i» slammed into the Earth, and its databanks 
were subsequently transferred into a research facility. 
Ten years later, an alien force (the unnamed Zentraedi) 
went to war with Earth to get their data back, The aliens 
were eventually defeated, but at the cost of a devasted 
Earth. In the year 2027, new cities have been built from 
the ashes but now another threat faces Earth: the Robotech 
Masters, who wish to try again to regain "their lost 
technology* --- and then destroy the Earth. 


The Robotech Masters begin their military campaign by 
raiding a city and abducting civilians and soldiers, one 
of whom is Colonel B.D. Andrews. The Masters decide on a 
strategy of GestoyiNy the enemy from within, so they 
replace Andrews with a biogenetic twin Known as a 
‘simulant". The original Andrews is destroyed and the 
twin is sent back to Earth in his place to fetch the tost 
databanks from E.V.E, --- the Robotech supercomputer. 


"Andrews" starts by quarantining the combat area and 
publicly squelching rumors to the outside world that an 
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enemy force has attacked. A soldier, Todd Harris, escapes 
to a neighboring rovince, veg a_ transformable 
motorbike. Known as the MODAT-5 (Mobile Database Terminal 
45 --- the other four are in government hands), the bike 
ig a remote extension of the computer. Ata 
clandestine meeting, Todd passes the MODAT on to his 


friend, Mark Landry, before athe 0h agents arrive to 
eliminate both of them, Mar escapes on the NODAT, but 
Todd is shot and Killed. 


Mark stashes the MODAT away in a safe place and then 
rushes off to take his girlfriend, Becky Michaels, to a 
dancing audition. In the meantime, the Supreme Command, 
headed by our old friends Leonard and Emerson, launches a 
massive attack against the Robotech Masters. The strike 
fails disastrously, thanks to some timely tips to the 
Masters on the attack plans by Andrews. Using the fiasco 
to his advantage, Andrews lobbies the Command to use 
E.V,E,’s rogram ng for Earth’s entire planetary defense 
system. ndrews prevails and is also given complete 
charge over the E.V.E. computer. For starters, asa 
"warm-up exercise’, he orders his technicians to begin 
transmitting £.V.E.’s memory matrix to an abandoned space 
satellite --- and to the Robotech Masters, who are 
listening in on the transmission and recording the data. 


Meanwhile, Mark has been cast in a student film by Kelly, 
one of Becky’s roommates. Mark is somewhat peeved as he 
realizes he was selected more because of his motorbike 
stunt work than for his acting abilities, but he accepts 
the job anyway, figuring it would be a good way to expose 
the bike to the public. Kelly, with the help of another 
roommate, Stacy, films Mark and Becky on the M DAT, in the 
process making themselyes targets for Andrews and the 
government. 


Mark tries to expose the government cover-up by pROraag in 
to a live talk show and speaking with Eye, the host and a 
eau) singing star. As Mark begins to speak, however

Gu ldlag the MODAT automatically, 
Eve leads a somewhat reluctant Mark underground to the 
main E.V.E, compen Once there, he is attacked by 
Andrews and his lackeys, but Mark does well under fire and 
manages to get Andrews at his mercy.

Back at the EE Mark takes on Andrew’s lackeys in 
their respective Battloids. He fights through them easily 
and attacks Andrews’ own Battloid. It’s a fight for a 
while, but once again Mark gets Andrews at his mercy --- 
only this time there will be NO mercy, “I’ve got a

GATCHAMAN STORYLINE 


In the first series [there are three: GATCHANAN, GATCHANAN 
I] and GATCHAMAN FIGHTER---RSS], the Gatchamen cone into 
play when the Galactors begin to move DeERy using their 
animal mecha to menace the world. As time goes on, they 
and Dr. Nambu learn more and more about Galactor and Ber 
Katse, the leader of the Syndicate, Towards the end o 
the season they discover that Katse is the captain of 
Sosai X, an alien who arrived on Earth many years before 
and created Katse from fraternal twins (which is why Katse 
is both male and female) to lead the Syndicate. Sosai X 
intends to oenere Earth and add it to the empire that his 
howe planet, Selectro, has been building. Joe is badly 
injured at least twice pening the season, and although he 
doesn’t Know it until the last few episodes, his 
transformation bracelet is damaged - every time he uses it 
he is subjected to radiation and is aria oping a good case 
of radiation poisoning. The effects of this are seen 
several times in the later episodes, with Joe experiencing 
dizziness and double vision at times. In the last two 
episodes, he is captured by Katse, tortured and shot. It 
is his final escape that enables the other Gatchamen to 
find Katse’s main base, and his dying speech to his 
comrades is one of the Key sequences in the first season. 
In the last show, the Syndicate is brought down and Katse 
suicides; X leaves the Earth when he learns that Selectro 
has been destroyed. 


Although not formally stated in the series, another planet 
which opposed Selectro ane Nambu the technology for the 
transformation of both the machines and the Gatchamen’s 
battle suits and the Key to the firebird effect for the 
60D PHOENIX.

HISTORY: During the third space conflict (22 Gundam), both 
the AEUG and Axis forces realized that they were running 
low on both manpower and resources as the battle began to 
take its toll. After a truce was called and both sides 
realized that continuing the war would be a no-win 


situation for either side, they called a permanent halt to 
the elont ing and formed a new federal government. With 
this aco ished, the first priority was to rebuild 
society, This done, mankind turned its attention to the 
colonization of the other planets in the solar system, 
The next logical step would be to explore the nearby 
stars. A recently discovered open star cluster (which had 
been hidden by dust clouds) was selected for exporation. 
For five years the scientific community worked to create a 
sp that would be capable of carrying man’s first 
explorers to the stars. The ship was christened the 
AGHAMA 11, The AGHAMA I] was equiped with special engines 
for travelling up to three times faster than the speed of 
light. She was also equiped with phaser weanoney, and an 
ener shield for self-defense. For added ne ection, the 
AGHAMA 1] carried a modified Gundam robot which carried 
special built-in weaponry. The nie herself was 
semi-automatic, with most functions controlled by the 
ship’s computer since the crew would consist only of six 
sec trained people. As the ship neared completion, 
the scientific and military communities fell to squabbling 
over who would furnish the crew for the ship. Finally, 
the Federation government decided to settle the matter; 
one member from the military would go to pilot the Gundan 
robot and the rest of the crew would be civilian. With 
the crew selected, the voyage of the AGHAMA I] began: her 
mission, to explore the newly-discovered open cluster for 
a three year period and then return to report their 
findings. 


THE OPEN CLUSTER: The open cluster that the AHGAMA is to 
explore has an already estabiished society. The cluster 
itself consists of 12 occupied star systems, 15 star 
systems with colonies, and 20 unexplored star systems, 
unexplored because nost of the inhabitants do not consider 
them to be worth bothering with.

MOBILE SUIT GUNDAM M: The Gundam M was specially designed 
for this mission and is the most advanced mobile suit yet 
built. Its engines enable it to fly at Mach 2.5 for short 
periods of time, it has a built-in gatling gun system 
mounted on the left side of its head which is equiped with 
a thermal IR sight mechanism, encased in a turret that 
suings 180 degrees: left and right and up and down. A 
missile launcher is encased in the left forearm and each 
missile can be guided to its target by IR signals. In the 
right forearm is a pulse-beam blaster, its beam capable of 
GewolTSAG a building with one shot. In the shoulders 
are mounted devices for detonating the warheads of 
incoming rockets and missles.

When the skin was apes to Stax’s body, not 
only did it enable his body to heal quickly, but it also 
increased his body density, giving him increased strength, 
enabling him to lift 12 tons. As his right arm was 
compete destroyed in the accident, it was replaced with 
a bionic arm which has the strength of a bulldozer. When 
Stax was a young officer, his family came to see him, but 
were Killed in a shuttle accident.

ANINE-ZINE {lJ

ANIME-2INE is edited and published by C/FO member Robert 
Fenelon with design and art direction by former C/FO 
member Luke Nenichelli. It has a color cover on glossy 


paper and 24 interior pages on lower-quality paper (but it 
is definitely NOT newsprint as one person had described it 
to me). ANINE-ZINE, PO Box 4912, Clifton, NJ 07015-4912. 


The first issue of ANIME-2INE has a 10 page article on 
MEGAZONE 23 --- basically a plot synopsis (by Nary 
Kennard, Jean Dewey, and Vince Richards), a 7 page article 
on NAUSICAA by Net Mo Han, and a page article on 
Godzilla movies by Frank Emery Strom. All of these 
articles are well-written, well-illustrated, and, as far 
as 1 can tell, accurate. At two dollars it is a good 
value if you are looking for information on NEGAZONE 23, 
NAUSICAA or Godzilla movies. 


ANIME-ZINE is definitely worth the price to an anime fan 
at least judging by its first issue! My only complain 
about the first issue is the lack of timeliness of the 
articles. 1 would like to see at least some information 
on new anime as it comes out in Japan --- almost 
everythin Giscussed in ANINE-ZINE fi is at least @ year 
or tuo old! 


Unfortunately you may have a hard time finding ANINE-ZINE. 
Although Robert was apparently alaing to get it 
distributed by comic book distributors, J haven’t seen it 
on either Glenwood or Capital City’s order forms (the two 
distributors we use at THE GREAT EXCHANGE here in San 
Antonio), so I would guess that he hasn’t succeeded yet 
(Capital City prides itself on carrying just about 
everything, too). But you should be able to get a copy 
from the publisher, J would guess. 


The one thing 1 would not do --~ at this time, at least 
--- is subscribe. Although the sebschiption rates seen 
quite reasonable ($10.00 for FIVE issues), no frequency 
of publication is listed. The first issue was at least 
SIX months late, I would wait to see if ANINE-ZINE can 
come out on some pe of regular schedule before 
subscribing to it. (1 should admit that late and 
irregular items are a personal no-no with me, I can’t 
stand professional or semi-professional publications that 
are, even occasionally, more than a month or two late or 
fan publications that are Reoulanly more than a couple of 
months late --- if you don’t have this problem, go ahead 
and subscribe.) 
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1f you haven’t noticed, even with the approval of the club 
Bylaws an the re-appearance of official club 
publications, the C/FO has a big penton: the membership 
of the C/FO is still scattered throughout the country. 
Many members are isolated from other members and anine 
fans. Our more isolated members often have a hard time 
staying in touch with each other and with getting 
information about their hobby. 


This problem is not limited to anime fandom, other types 
of fandom have had this problem as well. Science fiction 
and fantasy have not always had the huge followings they 
haye today. Early science fiction/fantasy fans were 
probably as few in number as anime fans today (] only hope 
/ much fal over the years). SF/F fans

fiction was published in magazines, not in 
is (for the most part) today. Fanzines were 
5 y F@N-produced magaZINES. The early ones were true 
labors of love, often reproduced by means of a hectograph 
(a truly horrible means of reproduction involving a 


special gelatin), that published fiction by aspirin 
writers, articles on science, fan-reviews of professiona 
stories, humor and the like. Although the C/FO-Bulletin 


you hold in your hands at this moment is printed by a far 
more readable method than bectom anny it is stilla 
fanzine. The newsletters put out by some of the C/FO’s 
local chapters are fanzines. Fanzines are still produced 
as labors of love and are not designed to make their 
producers any money (those that ARE designed to make money 
are now called “semi-pro” magazines). 


Amateur Press Associations (commonly called apas) grew out 
of the fanzine phenomenon as a means of distributin 

fanzines, A group of fanzine publishers would ge 

together, send 2@ number of copies of their small fanzines 
toa collator who would staple them together and mail them 
out to the various members of the apa (that is, those 
fanzine publishers who contributed copies of their 
fanzines). Although there still are some apas that serve 
the same purpose today, the concept has evolved over the 
years, Members of an apa today send their contributions 
(tribs for short) to the apa’s OE (Official Editor, a nice 
official-sounding name that means collator) who binds then 


together in some manner and mails them off to the 
membership. Doesn’t sound too different from the 
original, does it? The difference is in the content of 
the  tribs; although most people give their trib a 
fanzine-like name, the ribs seldom bear any real 
resenblence to a fanzine anymore. Instead, apa members 
trib. fiction, translations, artwork, comments on other 
peoples fi¢tion/translations/artuork news, general 
chatter, etc. The best way I’ve found to describe a 
modern apa is a running written group discussion with some 
fiction, art, translations, etc. thrown in for good 
measure, 


Besides being a lot of fun, apas have two major points in 
their favor. First, apas are a relatively inexpensive way 
to communicate. Yes, you do have to make 20 or 25 copies 


of your trib, but you only have to write it once (one 
AEG as opposed to 20 or 25 separate ones) and you 
ave 


ave to pay postage, but compared to tong distance phone 
bills, an apa habit is cheap. Second, the members of an 
apa generally get to be very good friends (to the point 

here a new member of a long-running apa may even feel 
like an outsider for a few issues). If you write fan 
fiction, draw fan artwork, or translate, apas are great 
--- you get feedback on your work almost immediately from 
pee other members, something you do not get from most 
anzines. 


Most apas have a hard core of regular members and a small 
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HOUR Pf, PE°PLEngtPan fhe: papular one =2-"can apteh: take 
some patience. Ainost all apas have a membership limit 
(to Keep the copying costs within reason) and if there 
aren’t any openings at the moment, you name gets added to 


the "wait list" --- the list of people who want to join 
the he These lists can grow long on the more popular 
apas, 


Know of several aes where it often takes over a 
year for one’s name to trickle down the wait list. 


Fortunately, there has been a mini-explosion of new 
anime-related apas run by C/FO members in 1986, so if you 
want to give an +e a try, you should be able to do so. 
The OES of the following apas are C/FO members, although 
in no case (that I Know of) are the apas strictly limited 
to C/FO members. I hope you will consider trying an apa. 
They are a great way to communicate, make friends, and 
(even) learn something about anime. They are a relatively 
inespens ie way to get involved --- even if you are in the 
middle of nowhere. 
Apas are not trouble free, however. Occasionally apas are 
torn apart by internal feuding and name-calling. Just 
like in the real world, not everyone can get along with 
everyone else and fights between members can and do break 
out. Unfortunately, even the world of fandom is not 
erfect. Many of the OEs of the newer crop of anime apas 
ave been in apas that were torn apart by feuding and/or 
name-calling and have decided to try to limit the chances 
of such things happening in their apas by having a few 
rules and threatening to take a black magic marker to 
insults and feuds! 


The following apas have at lea 0 ngs 
members (or a very short wait list) as of this writing. 
You’l] need to understand a few terms before you will be 
able to understand these apa listings. 


COPY COUNT: The number of copies of each page of your 
letter/zine/story/art/whatever that you have to print up 
and send to the OE. This will often vary from issue to 
issue. Some OEs are willing to print up your trib for you 
if you pay the copying costs, which is great if you live 
in an area where the cheapest copies are 15 cents a page 
and the OE can get them printed for 6 cents a page.
